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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1. Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claims 1-4, drawn to a loudspeaker enclosure with a passive radiator, 
passive diaphragm and passive diaphragm suspension, classified in class 
181, subclass 156. 

II. Claims 5-16, drawn to methods of making a loudspeaker enclosure by 
injection molding, classified in class 425, subclass 588. 

III. Claims 17 and 18, drawn to a mounting bracket for a speaker, classified in 
class 248, subclass 225. 1 1 . 

2. The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

A. Group I, Claims 1-4 differ from Group II, Claims 5-16 in that the invention 
described in Group I can be made by methods other than the injection 
molding method described in Group II, such as molding the speaker 
components separately and adhesively bonding them, or a method of blow 
molding. 

B. Group I, Claims 1-4 differ from Group III, Claims 17 and 18, in that the 
invention described in Group I refers to a loudspeaker enclosure, whereas 
Group III describes a mounting bracket made of locking channels, which 
could be used in a multiplicity of applications, such as mounting a 
television or light fixture. 
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C. Group II, Claims 5-16 differ from Group III, Claims 17 and 18, in that 

Group II describes a specific method of injection which does not disclose a 
method of making the channel locking mounting bracket described in 
Group III. 

3. Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given 
above and have acquired a separate status in the art in view of their different 
classification, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

4. Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given 
above and the inventions require a different field of search (see MPEP § 808.02), 
restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

5. Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given 
above and have acquired a separate status in the art because of their recognized 
divergent subject matter, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

6. A telephone call was made to Bhupinder Randhawa on 4/20/2006 to request an 
oral election to the above restriction requirement, but did not result in an election being 
made. 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 
include (i) an election of a species or invention to be examined even though the 
requirement be traversed (37 CFR 1.143) and (ii) identification of the claims 
encompassing the elected invention. 

The election of an invention or species may be made with or without traverse. To 
reserve a right to petition, the election must be made with traverse.
